years ago Murchison’s Boring his 1929 History Experimental 
Experimental Psychology \ed reviewer lamented the lack great man. 
gloomy conclusion. appreciate this, fear that history repeating itself. 


some you will need reminded that said 
Foundations was far more inclusive psychology 
than the 1934 and the 1951 Handbooks Experi- 
mental Psychology. Our reviewer, after noting that 
the authors Foundations were not psy- 
chologists, said that the problem learning seemed 
the only one that psychologist could call his 
own. went point out that learning was 
too much concerned with statistical interpretation 
empirical data. Then concluded that 
chology science now and should 
turned over two groups receivers: the biolo- 
gists (broadly defined) and the statisticians. 

This conclusion years ago was not greeted 
with universal gloom. Your speaker knows 
least one budding graduate student who, the time, 
was delighted hear that statistician could look 
forward employment. 

Now all who are assembled here know that 
psychology did not bankrupt. fact, some 
strongly believe that our state solvency such 
that are the logical receivers for other disci- 
plines. regard ourselves both the founda- 
tion stone and the pinnacle all behavioral sci- 
ences and are even willing take over large 
segment medicine. 

What has happened during the last years that 
saved psychology from the biologists and the statis- 
One quick answer that the biologists 
and the statisticians were appalled the risks in- 
volved becoming the receivers. 

second quick hypothesis that psychologists 
saved psychology making great discoveries. 
any you know any evidence that might sup- 
port this hypothesis? 

third hypothesis easily comes mind: great 
inspiring leaders emerged. Whom would you nomi- 


Presidential Address the Western Psychological As- 
sociation, San Diego, California, April 1959. The rationale 
for the title required 1,000 words nonsense, given the 
listener but spared the reader! 


nonsensical null hypothesis that there are 
psychologists today—that those who call themselves 
psychologists know psychology. None will 
wish accept such distasteful null hypothesis; 
each will immediately find evidence, his 
own mind, mind you, that refutes this null hy- 
pothesis. Since there are 374 people this room, 
all convinced that the country well supplied with 
knowledgeable psychologists, can readily calcu- 
late the statistical significance our combined re- 
sult: one-half the 374th power. This proves 
beyond shadow binomial doubt that psycholo- 
gists exist today. 

But should hurry some specific hy- 
potheses. Strictly speaking, with theory 
should not use the term hypothesis, will 
merely ask questions which will seek answers. 

Question what extent have the biologi- 
cally oriented wormed their way into American 
psychology? sample 100 APA members, 
drawn random, indicates terms expressed 
interests that only can characterized fifth 
columnists for biology. This figure receives sup- 
port from random sample 100 titles the 1958 
Psychological Abstracts, for which have 
biological slant. Thus have conclusive evidence 
that psychology has not risen the level biology. 

Question what extent have the statis- 
ticians taken over? For the samples just men- 
tioned, APA members call themselves stat- 
isticians, and the abstracts deal primarily 
with statistics. would seem safe from 
invidious invasion the statisticians; but, before 
crow too much about this, should consider 
possible inadequacies our data: maybe the stat- 
isticians who get into the APA are hesitant when 
comes listing their interest stat, and maybe 
the articles back the 100 abstracts were shot full 
good, bad, statistics. The answer this ques- 
tion involves many complications that post- 
pone further discussion until later this paper. 
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Question Having rejected the great discover- 
ies and the great men hypotheses, next raise the 
question whether the survival psychology 
can attributed lot little discoveries barely 
significant statistically and scientifically, and 
number men who are fairly significant 
insignificant others. answering the first part 
this, are looking for events that not smell 
biology smack statistics and that were not 
anticipated the 1930 extrapolation the re- 
viewer the Foundations Experimental Psy- 
chology. 

The only randomness involved this part our 
investigation can described briefly the random 
observations vagrant and skeptical mind. 
invite each you consider your own random 
thoughts discoveries, inventions, and concepts 
the last years, involving only simple stat and 
biology, that have provided activity outlets for 
those who call themselves psychologists. Now 
list. 

Psychologists discovered, but did not invent, the 
Rorschach. psychologist invented, without dis- 
covery, the MMPI. The availability these two 
instruments has kept sizable number psycholo- 
gists busy the technician level and has also in- 
spired lot research activity. Whether knowl- 
edge psychology has increased result our 
increasing knowledge these two instruments 
debatable. There are among some well-informed 
cynics who would not mourn the Rorschach were 
banished the domain anthropology and the 
MMPI were given back the land lakes. 

doubt most would agree that the devel- 
opment science depends large part upon the 
invention measuring instruments. Psychologists 
have come with appalling number tests 
during the past years, but only few these 
have led research activity. Most will re- 
call the spurt interest attitude research fol- 
lowing the development the Thurstone and the 
Likert scaling techniques. Those the clinical 
area will readily agree that lot articles have 
been inspired the Wechsler-Bellevue, and one 
can doubt that the TAT has sparked many investi- 
gations. But does not require much imagination 
predict that other instruments will lead more 
and more unimaginative research. easy 
say: For your dissertation, why don’t you apply the 
ZANY such and such groups? 

couple side remarks slipped into paper 


here. First, the number tests produced during 
the last years far outstrips the number good 
ideas what test. Second, too many test 
builders think that the best way repel the stat- 
ignore the statistical and psycho- 
metric theory test construction. The attitude 
seems be: what was good enough for Woodworth 
and Cady good enough for me. 

Perhaps the most significant discovery the last 
years psychologists was the existence psy- 
choanalytic theory, that inexhaustible source hy- 
potheses, concepts, jargons, and explanations, and 
the breeding ground for all sorts therapies. How 
could clinical psychology survive forced de- 
velop nonpsychoanalytic ego its own? How 
could talk about personality and personality de- 
velopment did not have the psychoanalytic 
vocabulary? 

The reviewer Foundations would pleased 
the upsurge research learning, but likely 
distressed the fact that much learning re- 
search now being done that friend the biolo- 
gist, the white rat, and even greater infiltra- 
tion statistics. Not only have statistical 
analysis and statistical interpretation learning 
data, but also statistical theories learning. This 
sad state affairs for those with antista- 
tistical bias who happen regard learning the 
only real psychology. 

Other discoveries concepts that have helped 
preserve psychology discipline include level 
aspiration, frustration-aggression, need systems 
(instincts stink), concept formation, reinforcement, 
semantic differential, sorts all sorts, dissonance, 
critical incidents, scaling techniques galore, the new 
look perception, etc., etc. 

Well, having, hope, made the point that psy- 
chology has not been taken over the biologists, 
must consider the inroads the statis- 
ticians; and here will feel more home. 
difficult understand why the reviewer Founda- 
tions became alarmed about the role statistics. 
Perhaps his attempts understand Kelly’s 
chapters statistics Foundations gave rise 
that affliction, common among psychologists, known 
number anxiety. should have taken comfort 
from those chapters because Kelley’s writing was 
not easy understand, hence not apt promote 
the use statistical methods. 

Actually, that time statisticians had little 
offer beyond simple (several measures), partial, and 
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multiple correlation, plus garden variety sig- 
nificance test known the critical ratio. But there 
denying that the ’20s otherwise drab 
dissertation could made look impressive 
the use multiple correlation. 

Let take look the arsenal statistics. 
What are the statistical weapons that have, during 
the last years, threatened conquer 

Aside from goodness fit, the extensive applica- 
tions chi square did not percolate into psychology 
until the 1930’s. Its use has not enslaved psy- 
chologists, but its frequent misuse has contributed 
some astoundingly fallacious significance levels. 
Perhaps the all-time high misuse occurred re- 
cently when well-known social-perception psy- 
chologist inflated his sample size 36-fold: that is, 
had observations each cases, leading 
900 observations which were then treated in- 
dependent for the chi square analysis. This one 
way getting high statistical significance with little 
prospect that similar results will found those 
who replicate the study. 

The analysis variance technique did not invade 
psychology until the late 1930’s, and the proponents 
wrote though this would the technique that 
would rescue psychology from its research doldrums. 
For time the statistical power figure one mid- 
western department insisted that all dissertations 
involve analysis variance. And there are those 
who seem think that the more complex the design 
the better, even though the introduced complexity 
also introduces bewildering complexity interpre- 
tation. Furthermore, too many users the analy- 
sis variance seem regard the reaching 
mediocre level significance more important 
than any descriptive specification the underlying 
averages. can argued that tests signifi- 
cance are necessary but not sufficient conditions for 
the development science. Sooner later 
should begin the task nailing down some descrip- 
tive parameters. 

has often been said that psychologists are cap- 
tivated the magic words. One bit evidence 
for this their reaction Fisher’s book en- 
titled The Design Experiments. The word “de- 
sign” became epidemic just though psychologists 
had never previously planned experiment. This 
term now much overused and misused that 
vague word “pattern.” eagerly borrowed the 
word design, but apparently very few ever read 
enough this Fisher book get appreciation 


what could be, opinion, the most useful 
all statistical methods, namely, the covariance 
adjustment technique. “natural” for the 
many situations where experimental control vari- 
ables either not feasible impossible. the 
restrained use analysis variance has been 
boon certain laboratory experimentation, 
believe has, the covariance method can real 
godsend those social, child, clinical, and edu- 
cational psychology where frequent use must 
made intact groups. 

most you know, invention the early 
was factor analysis, technique usually asso- 
ciated with statistics but which not all sta- 
tistical the inference sense. Despite glib talk 
about using factor analysis test hypotheses, prac- 
tically users factor analysis ever test hy- 
potheses for the simple and compelling reason that 
impossible test hypotheses with variable data 
without having appropriate measure random 
error. Then there the complication that different 
factoring techniques lead different results, fact 
which seems all too frequently forgotten 
devoted disciples particular technique. 

For example, the conclusion being drawn from 
factor studies that MMPI scales taken singly 
not tap common trait, that is, that the items 
within scale not involve general factor. Now 
this may so, but not proven using fac- 
tor technique which practically precludes general 
factor. Indeed, can validly argued that for 
this type situation one should, fairness test 
authors, use factor method that lets possible 
general factor emerge. 

commonly given defense factor analysis 
that the results thereof, though not conclusive 
anything, provide clues and hypotheses for further 
work. Nobly said; but the follow-up rarely goes 
beyond more factoring, with results nearly in- 
conclusive the first analysis. 

The tendency some psychologists try 
keep with the Joneses illustrated the fervor 
with which they advocate nonparametric methods 
the answer all statistical prayers. seems 
not matter that the mathematical statisticians 
have not yet provided adequate criteria for choosing 
from among competing nonparametric techniques. 
seems not matter that these methods are in- 
efficient wasteful data. seems not matter 
whether nonparametric test will provide answer 
logical scientific question. What does matter 
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that have set new toys plus urge 
up-to-date, look around for excuse for 
using the new instead the tried and true. This 
shows our progressivism, gets out the old fogey 
camp, possibly manifestation rebellion against 
parental authority. 

One entirely fallacious argument favor most 
nonparametric tests that old-fashioned tests pre- 
sume interval equal-unit scale measure- 
ment. did not need have symposium 
recent APA meeting settle this little controversy. 
need know only that, given population 
measures which are normal moderately even 
considerably skewed distribution, successive sam- 
plings will unfailingly lead ratios, such 
Fs, that will follow very closely their respective 
theoretical distributions despite the metric non- 
metric character the starting scores. 

recent textbook from the Oxford University 
Press the author carefully nurtures the myth that 
interval scale requisite for the use means, 
standard deviations, and product-moment correla- 
tion coefficients, then proceeds use the product- 
moment with log transformed scores which most 
certainly will not equal-unit scale. This 
absurdity matched those who would overcome 
the lack interval scales using Spearman’s rho. 
Now the argument against the product-moment 
that the required processes addition are not 
justified unless have equal-unit scale. 
the same token cannot use Spearman’s rho since 
product-moment between two sets ranks 
and since one has yet, ever will, demonstrate 
that ranks follow interval scale. followed 
these misguided purists, would quit computing 
correlations. 

Let hasten say that quite few psy- 
chologists have already found another way talk 
about the relationship between variables without 
ever resorting correlation coefficient 
equation representing relationship. All you are 
familiar with the procedure. Scores one varia- 
ble are available easily obtainable for sizable 
number individuals. The top and bottom, say, 
10% cases are then measured second varia- 
ble, and the two means are computed. the differ- 
concluded that the two variables are related. 
simple design with simple statistical treatment, all 
leading simple conclusion. What could 
simpler? And why not such simple approach? 


Well, let take simple-minded look 
extreme groups method. 

Suppose each extreme group represents 10% 
possible supply 170 cases—that is, high and 
lows—and that the two-tailed test yields sig- 
nificance the level. Now can shown 
that the obtained difference between 
responds correlation only .20. Let take 
another example: 10% supply 440 permits 
cases for each the extreme groups; one- 
tailed critical ratio test indicates significance the 
level. This time the exultation over sig- 
nificant difference actually pertains piddling 
underlying correlation .10. course, there are 
those who shout when actually computed 
.10 reaches the .05 level, but others can see the 
trivial basis for the shouting. the extreme 
groups method everybody kept state 
blissful ignorance. Furthermore, the extreme groups 
design particularly fallacious case the under- 
lying relationship happens, unbeknownst, 
nonlinear. 

Oh, yes, hear some you thinking that the 
use extreme groups economical for preliminary 
work. True, but much what should re- 
garded preliminary gets published, then quoted 
the last word, which usually because the 
investigator too willing rest the laurels that 
come from finding significant difference. Why 
should worry about the degree relationship 
its possible lack linearity? 


Well, from the foregoing not entirely random ob- 
servations regarding the role statistics psy- 
chology during the past years, two rather obvi- 
ous conclusions can drawn. First, that psy- 
chology, but not every psychologist, has successfully 
resisted the domination statistics. Second, that 
McNemar, being forever worry-wart about statis- 
tical usage, not yet convinced that the relation- 
ship between psychology and statistics utopian. 
Whether not optimal balance between the two 
can attained leads few speculations about 
the future. 

Since World War the population mathe- 
matical statisticians has grown leaps and bounds. 
This should blessing, but there are certain 
dangers. the first place, the mathematical stat- 
isticians admit that they can longer keep 
with each other, what the hope for the rest 
Secondly, the statistics departments be- 
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come stronger and stronger, they will continue 
(with increasing likelihood success) their efforts 
take over all statistics teaching, and the teach- 
ing statistics level comprehensible most 
psychology students will nearly vanish. 

this point would like disgress consider 
very briefly the training psychology students 
statistics, problem with which have struggled 
for quarter century. Needless say, 
strongly believe that psychologists should have 
sound understanding all commonly 
niques. This they need for intelligent and critical 
reading research literature; this they need 
order plan their own research have 
efficient design which will permit adequate sta- 
tistical analysis. The teaching task is, part, that 
maintaining enthusiasm sufficient sell but not 
oversell statistics. not want student mine 
trudge off weighted down with box full sta- 
tistical tools search research problem that 
permits him display skill with his tools. The 
research problem should come first; then the 
designing stage the available tools should scru- 
tinized, but with the ever present thought that there 
merit simplicity. 

Let return our future mathematical stat- 
istician who, aside from teaching, will insist 
few things, among which will expurgation 
correlation coefficients favor regression 
analysis. Now have personally been battered 
around bit attempting defend the psycholo- 
gist’s use correlation coefficients, and, far, 
have come out top the simple device pin- 
pointing the ignorance statisticians concerning 
the problems faced psychologists. 

Another thing that the statistician will insist 
has with the problem sampling, and his 
requirements will two sorts: will make 
mandatory that representativeness guaranteed 
appropriate sampling methods, and will make the 
not unreasonable demand that psychologists start 
sampling the universe people instead the uni- 
verse college sophomores Psychology 
students. His justifiable insistence the latter 
point will have two effects: some psychologists will 
broaden their base operations, with conse- 
quent derivation generalizations that will have 
some generality; while others will scurry the rat 
lab with the argument that rat rat rat. 

further look crystal ball revealed Dr. 
Statistician and Dr. Psychologist earnest con- 


versation. No, Dr. Stat was not therapeutic 
couch; rather was questioning the meaning- 
fulness the level significance used 
Dr. Psych. Dr. Psych’s first thought, doubt 
prompted guilt feelings, was that was about 
criticized for using the rather lenient 
level for judging significance. Dr. Stat said no, 
that was not his worry. Dr. Psych said: 
“Surely, you not believe that fail under- 
stand the simple fact that chosen level 
indicates the probability making the Type 
error.” “Oh no, not said Dr. Stat. Then 
went say that maybe Dr. Psych did not 
quite appreciate some selective factors that disrupt 
the meaning the significance levels for results 
being published the journals. Dr. Psych bristled 
the implication that psychologists had not elimi- 
nated the old bogey selective factors. Did Dr. 
Stat not know that psychologists know how 
design experiments such way preclude 
questioning the results because selective fac- 
tors? “Oh yes, will grant that,” said Dr. Stat, 
“but let calm down and take look.” 

Dr. Stat then made the following points, all 
which you will agree have, because selective 
factors, bearing the confidence placed 
the levels significance reported journals. 

First, journal editors may and tend reject 
manuscripts because so-called negative findings 

-that is, failure have statistically significant 
results. 

Second, papers lacking positive findings may 
not submitted potential author because 
the fear rejection fear that readers, the 
piece published, will think unable prove 
the obvious statistically. 

Third, when writing his paper author may, 
partly save space and partly because negative 
results are little interest, report from among 
sizable number computed comparisons only those 
that are significant. The reader not told about 
this selection. 

Fourth, most psychologists without intentional 
eavesdropping know that occasionally their theory 
oriented colleagues simply discard all data 
experiment bad data not agreement with 
the theory, and start over. The theory is, course, 
always good. Keep trying, and good data will 
found. Reported ESP results are often criticized 
this point. 

Thus, have least four factors that operate 
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such way that negative instances data that 
not support hypotheses and/or theory are less 
apt published. follows that published re- 
sults are more likely involve false rejection 
null hypotheses than indicated the stated levels 
significance. Perhaps this one reason why 
replications others often fail agree with 
so-called initial experiments. 

the present time, new would-be conqueror 
psychology occasionally making forays into our 
midst. does not take prisoners, but does 
frequently capture minds, with consequent de- 
fection his camp. His battle cry that 
really has the one and only approach and solution 
all, nearly all, psychological problems. 
tends lure those among who have low toler- 
ance for the ambiguity that flourishes psychology. 

now, some you must have guessed that 
this chap none other than the fellow with his 
hands full mathematical models. will write 
model for anything except psychoanalysis, which 
course means that psychoanalysis not science 
his standards. one sense, this model busi- 
ness nothing more than new name for old hat 
stuff. Years ago had rational learning curves 
and some use differential equations psychol- 
ogy. But these earlier efforts involving mathematics 
seem spring from researcher looking for tool; 
currently, someone who knows some mathematics 
seems looking for place apply his mathe- 
matics. This par with the statistician 
search application for Ais techniques. 

Among things that worry about model build- 
ers the apparent ease which student who has 
had only freshman college mathematics 
models. One suspects that such building rests 
foundation mathematical quicksand and psy- 
chological bog. Now would not record 
opposed all attempts model construction 
psychology. Indeed, models the scaling and 
measurement area have been useful, and the area 
learning has derived benefit from mathematical 
thinking. And, course, there nearly always 


some gain psychology from the enthusiasm with 
which the latest wrinkle pursued, pursued 
include data gathering. Data frequently survive 
the reason for their collection. 

This question the usefulness mathematical 
models and, certain extent, the value high 
powered statistical techniques debatable. One 
might turn the physicists with the expectation 
that their experience with mathematics would serve 
guide; but, since mathematics physics 
part their heritage, contemporary physicists have 
not experienced the trials and tribulations encoun- 
tered the early stages the mathematizing 
their science. 

About three years ago, Terman showed 
haps some you would like little biographical 
information about Wilson. was made, the 
tender age 32, Professor Mathematical Phys- 
ics and Chairman the Department Physics 
the Massachusetts Institute Technology and, 
the age 33, had published fat and awesome 
textbook advanced calculus. member the 
National Academy Sciences, has been Presi- 
dent the American Statistical Association and 
the American Academy Arts and Sciences and 
the Social Science Research Council. 

Well, Wilson had been reading book mathe- 
matical models learning, which characterized 
beautiful mathematics but questioned how 
much psychology contained. From this long- 
hand letter Terman, excerpted two sentences 
which struck containing wisdom par 
with that found the Great Books. fitting 
that close remarks quoting these two un- 
published sentences from the pen scholarly 
mathematician-scientist. Wilson wrote: 


have beware mathematicians; they are indis- 
pensable but dangerous science and scientists. Their 
indispensability comes cleaning science when 
already pretty well known and their danger 
maturely involving too complicated methods based 
premature postulating insufficiently established “laws.” 
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“SIN,” THE LESSER TWO EVILS

OLLOWING the presentation paper 
“Constructive Aspects the Concept Sin 
Psychotherapy” the 1959 APA conven- 
tion Cincinnati, have repeatedly been asked 
psychologists and psychiatrists: “But must you 
use that awful word ‘sin,’ instead some more 
neutral term such ‘wrongdoing,’ ‘irresponsibility,’ 
And even religious layman has 
reproached the grounds that “Sin such 
strong strength, surely, asset, not 
liability; for the face failure which has re- 
sulted from our erstwhile use feebler concepts, 
have very heavy work for do. Besides, sin 
(in contrast its more neutral equivalents) such 
handy word that would pity let 
entirely disappear from usage. With Humpty- 
Dumpty, ought expect words “well-be- 
haved” and mean what want them to! 


few years ago was invited teach the 
summer session one our great Pacific Coast 
universities; and toward the end the term, 
student class Personality Theory said 
one day: “Did you know that near the begin- 
ning this course you created kind scandal 
this campus?” Then explained that had once 
used the word without saying 
making joke about it. This, the student said, was 
virtually unheard-of psychology professor and 
had occasioned considerable dismay and perplexity. 
did not even recall the incident; but the more 
have thought about the reaction produced, the 
more frequently have found myself using the 
term—with, hope, something more than mere per- 
versity. 

Traditionally, sin has been thought what- 
ever causes one Hell; and since Hell, 
place otherworldly retribution and torment, has 
conveniently dropped out most religious well 
secular thought, the concept sin might indeed 
seem antiquated and absurd. But, observed 
the Cincinnati paper, Hell still very much with 
those states mind and being which call 
neurosis and psychosis; and have come increas- 


ingly, least own mind, identify anything 
that carries toward these forms perdition 
sin. Irresponsibility, wrongdoing, immorality, sin: 
what the terms matter can thus understand 
more accurately the nature psychopathology and 
gain greater practical control over its ramified forms 
and manifestations? 

But now the fat the Have not been 
taught high authority that personality disorder 
not one’s own “fault,” that the neurotic not 
for his suffering, that has done 
nothing wrong, committed “sin”? ill- 
ness,” according poster which was widely circu- 
lated few years ago, “is disgrace. might 
happen behind all this, course, 
was the Freudian hypothesis that neurosis stems 
“too severe superego,” which the product 
too strenuous socialization the individual 
the hands harsh, unloving parents and irra- 
tional society. The trouble lay, supposedly, not 
anything wrong “sinful” which the individual has 
himself done, but things merely wants 
but cannot, because repression. 

The neurotic was thus not sinful but sick, the 
helpless, innocent victim sins the fathers,” 
and could rescued only specialized, esoteric 
form treatment. Anna Russell catches the spirit 
this doctrine well when she sings, “Psychiatric 
Folksong,” 


Ambivalence toward brothers, 

And follows naturally 
poisoned all lovers. 

But now happy; have learned 
The lesson this has taught; 

That everything that’s wrong 
someone fault. 


Freud saw all this not only great scientific 
discovery but also strategic gain for the profes- 
sion which had thus far treated him indifferently. 
was, one may conjecture, sort gift, offering 
service which would place medicine such debt 
him that could longer ignore reject him. 
his Autobiography Freud (1935) puts thus: 
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medical conscience pleased having arrived 
this conclusion [that neurosis has basis]. 
hoped that had filled gap medical science, which, 
dealing with function such great biological impor 
tance, had failed take into account any injuries beyond 
caused infection gross anatomical lesions. 
medical aspect the matter was, moreover, supported 
the fact that sexuality was not something purely mental. 


his book The Problem Lay Analysis, 
(1927) later took somewhat different posi- 
tion (see also Chapter the third volume 
Jones’ biography Freud, 1957); but this time 
his Big Idea had been let loose the world and was 
longer entirely under his control. 

Psychologists were, know, among the first 
the outlying professional groups “take up” 
psychoanalysis. being analyzed, not only 
learned—in intimate, personal way—about this 
new and revolutionary science; also (or 
were qualifying ourselves for the practice 
analysis form therapy. Now are be- 
ginning see how illusory this all was. ac- 
cepted psychoanalytic theory long before had 
been adequately tested and thus embraced 
set presuppositions which are now 
painfully having repudiate.

have tried the sickness horn this dilemma and 
impaled ourselves upon it. Perhaps, despite our 
erstwhile protestations, shall yet find sin more 
congenial.

might have had and now functions merely con- 
venient myth. mental illness myth, whose function

Szasz’ entire 
article deserves careful attention. 
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certainly safe policy, and may also the 
wisest one. But since this matter man’s total ad- 
justment and psychosocial survival does not quickly 
yield its innermost secrets conventional types 
scientific inquiry, believe will harm for 
the same time thinking about some 
frankly ideological matters. 

For several decades psychologists looked upon 
the whole matter sin and moral accountability 
great incubus and acclaimed our liberation from 
epoch-making. But length have dis- 
covered that this sense, i.e., have 
the excuse being “sick” rather than sinful, 
court the danger also becoming This danger 
is, believe, betokened the widespread interest 
Existentialism which are presently witnessing. 
becoming amoral, ethically neutral, and “free,” 
have cut the very roots our being; lost our 
deepest sense self-hood and identity; and, with 
neurotics themselves, find ourselves asking: Who 
What destiny? What does living 
(existence) mean? 

reaction the state near-limbo into which 
have drifted, have become suddenly aware, 
once again, the problem values and their 
centrality the human enterprise. This trend 


clearly apparent the programs our recent pro- 
fessional meetings, journal articles, and, some 
extent already, our elementary textbooks. Some- 
thing very basic obviously happening psychol- 
ogists and their “self-image.” 

this process moving away from our erst-

while medical “entanglements,” would very 
natural thing for form closer and friendlier 
relationship than have previously had with re- 
ligion and theology. And something this sort 
unquestionably occurring. the APA Annual Con- 
vention 1956 there was, for the first time our 
history believe, symposium religion and men- 
tal health; and each ensuing year has seen other 
clear indications developing rapprochement.

have already alluded Anna Russell’s “Psy- 
chiatric Folksong” and, addition, should call at- 
tention Katie Lee’s 12-inch recording “Songs 
Couch and Consultation.” That entertainment 
and literary people are broadly rejecting psycho- 
analytic froth for the more solid substance moral 
accountability indicated many current novels 
and plays. not without significance that Arthur 
Miller’s Death Salesman, written the philo- 
sophical vein Hawthorne’s great novel The Scarlet 
Letter, has, for example, been received well. 


How very strange and inverted our present situa- 
tion therefore is! Traditionally clergymen have 
worried about the world’s entertainments and enter- 
tainers and, for time least, about psychology 
and psychologists. Now, ironically, the entertainers 
and psychologists are worrying about the clergymen. 
Eventually, course, clergymen will return 
sounder, less fantastic position; but the mean- 
time, psychologists can perhaps play socially 
useful and, also, scientifically productive role 
pursue, with all seriousness and candor, our dis- 
covery the essentially moral nature human 
existence and that “living death” which call 
psychopathology.

seem perplexed what attitude one should take 
toward the sinner. 
tive,’ “warm,” “accepting,” “ethi- 
cally these words have been very 
generally used form the supposedly proper ther- 
apeutic imago that reintroduction the concept 
sin throws badly off balance. Our attitudes, 
would-be therapists helping persons, toward the 
neurotic (sinner) are apparently less important than 
his attitude toward himself; and, know, 
usually—in the most general sense—a rejecting one. 
Therefore, have reasoned, the way get the 
neurotic accept and love himself for love 
and accept Aim, inference which flows equally 
from the Freudian assumption that the patient 
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not really guilty sinful but only fancies himself 
and from the view Rogers that are all 
inherently good and are corrupted our experi- 
ences with the external, everyday world. 

But what here generally overlooked, seems, 
that recovery (constructive change, redemption) 
most assuredly attained, not helping person 
reject and rise above his sins, but helping him 
accept them. the paradox which have 
not all understood and which the very crux 
the problem. Just long person lives under 
the shadow real, unacknowledged, 
piated guilt, cannot (if has any character 
all) himself”; and all our efforts reassure 
and accept him will avail nothing. will continue 
hate himself and suffer the inevitable conse- 
quences self-hatred. But the moment (with 
without begins accept his guilt 
and his sinfulness, the possibility radical reforma- 
tion opens up; and with this, the individual may 
legitimately, though not without pain and effort, 
pass from deep, pervasive 
torture new freedom, self-respect and peace. 

Thus arrive, not only new (really very 
old) conception the nature which 
may change our entire approach this problem, 
but also understanding one the most 
fundamental fallacies Freudian psychoanalysis 
and many kindred efforts psychotherapy. Freud 
observed, quite accurately, that the 
tures himself; and conjectured that this type 
suffering arose from the irrationality and oversever- 
ity the superego. But once there was 
empirical well logical difficulty which Freud 
(unlike some his followers) faithfully 
edged. the New Lectures Psy- 
choanalysis (1933), said: 

The superego [paradoxically] seems have made one- 
sided selection [as between the loving and the punitive atti- 
tudes the parents], and have chosen only the harsh- 
ness and severity the parents, their preventive and 
punitive functions, while their loving care not taken 
and continued it. the parents have really ruled with 
rod iron, easily understand the child developing 
severe superego, but, contrary our expectations, experi- 
ence shows that the superego may reflect the same relentless 
harshness even when the up-bringing has been gentle and 
kind (p. 90) 


And then Freud adds, candidly: ourselves 
not feel that have fully understood 
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this can fully agree. For the only way re- 
solve the paradox self-hatred and self-punishment 
assume, not that represents merely “in- 
trojection” the attitudes others, but that the 
self-hatred realistically justified and will persist 
until the individual, radically altered attitude 
and action, honestly and realistically comes feel 
that now deserves something better. long 
one remains, old-fashioned religious phraseology, 
hard-of-heart and unrepentant, just long will 
one’s conscience hold him the vise-like grip 
rigidity and suffering. But if, length, 
individual confesses his past stupidities and 
errors and makes what poor attempts can 
restitution, then the superego (like the parents 
earlier day—and society general) forgives and 
relaxes its stern hold; and the individual once again 
free, (Mowrer, 1959). 

But here too, like Freud, encounter diffi- 
culty. There some evidence that human beings 
not change radically unless they first 
edge their sins; but also know how hard for 
one make such acknowledgment unless has 
already changed. other words, the full realiza- 
tion deep worthlessness severe ego 
and one must have some new source strength, 
seems, endure it. This mystery (or only 
mistaken observation?) which traditional theology 
has tried resolve various ways—without com- 
plete success. Can psychologists better? 
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EXISTENTIALISM, PSYCHOLOGY, AND PSYCHOTHERAPY 


LAWRENCE PERVIN

ECENTLY there has been growing interest 
existentialism. While has already 
gained some determined adherents and some 

vehement enemies, the majority psychologists 
and social scientists related disciplines remain 
confused about the place existentialism their 
particular field endeavor. The reasons for this 
are many: the philosophical nature existentialism, 
the varying approaches and emphases commonly 
called existential, the lack clarity and complete- 
ness the existential approaches. While thus there 
are many reasons for the evident confusion, very 
likely the main reason the lack familiarity with 
existential writings, concepts, and approaches. The 
following attempts introduce the reader some 
the basic elements existentialism and point 
its relevance psychology and psychotherapy. 


FUNDAMENTAL CONCEPTS EXISTENTIALISM 


described Tillich (1944), 
emerged the 1840’s and was represented the 
works Schelling, Kierkegaard, and Marx. The 
movement then subsided until the 1880’s. re- 
birth was experienced the “lebensphilosophie” 
Philosophy Life Nietzsche. Contemporary 
philosophy experienced existence, represented 
the works Heidegger and Jaspers, has resulted 
from combination Nietzsche’s Philosophy 
Life with Husserl’s phenomenology. 

While the existential philosophers express good 
deal variability their views, there also some 
common ground group common traits which 
justifies calling them all existential philosophers. 
Perhaps most important the concern with Exist- 
ence—man ina situation. out this particular 
common concern that common emphases emerge. 

One major aspect the “existential view” that 
the significance the individual. described 
Tillich: “Where there Existentialist point 
view there the problem the human situation 
experienced the individual” (1952, 130).

Historically, was the threat the loss the 
individual person which drove the revolutionary 
existentialists the nineteenth century their 
attack. The attack has lead particular view 
the individual, for now seen singular, 
unique, and irreplaceable. The individual not 
just member the crowd and the herd, un- 
repeatable. For Kierkegaard the only existential 
problem exist individual. This view 
the individual has, part, led the existentialist’s 
concern with death, for here nowhere else 
that the individual himself alone and completely 
irreplaceable. 

The attack and the rebellion further revolve 
around the existential view the singular and unique 
individual. For the existentialists man free. For 
Kierkegaard freedom the self. in- 
dividual freely affirms. For Jaspers existence 
freedom, and for Sartre consciousness freedom. 
Compare Tillich’s statement: “Man essentially 
‘finite freedom’; freedom not the sense inde- 
terminancy but the sense being able deter- 
mine himself through decisions the center his 
Being” (1952, 52) with Freud’s: “what call 
our ego essentially passive are ‘lived’ 
unknown and uncontrollable (1957, 
214). Freud’s deterministic view man represents 
complete opposite the existential view man 
absolute freedom. This freedom highly valued, 
for part that which distinguishes man from 
other animals and makes him human being. Part 
this also the ability man see himself 
self, have consciousness, reflective, ques- 
tion his own existence. These are powers and possi- 
bilities man and man alone. 

Freedom involves freedom from and freedom to. 
Both involve freedom the instincts, and both in- 
volve responsibility. Man responsible for Being 
—for his own existence, for his freedom 
choices, for the realization himself. Man re- 
sponsible for being himself and for being au- 
thentic. flee from one’s freedom and responsi- 
bility inauthentic, live despair and 
“Bad Faith.” Life Nietzsche’s Philosophy 
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Life “the process which the power being 
actualizes 1952, 27). For Tillich, 
man “asked make himself what sup- 
posed become, fulfill his destiny. every act 
moral man contributes the 
fulfillment his destiny, the actualization 
what potentially is” 1952 52). 

Existentialists are concerned with the meaning 
life. Contemporary existential philosophers are 
particularly concerned with the problem restoring 
meaning life. According Tillich, twentieth 
century man has experienced the universal break- 
down meaning, has “lost meaningful world 
and self which lives meanings” (1952, 139). 
This concern about the meaning life and self 
enters into the existential view psychopathology 
and psychotherapy. 

one examines the above points, realizes that 
has seen similar points made noted men 
variety disciplines. The ideas Fromm corre- 
spond number ways those the existen- 
tialists. Fromm (1941) talks man wanting 
have sense personal identity, become 
unique individual. Because has fewer predeter- 
mined courses behavior than any other animal, 
man has gained freedom. But, not freedom de- 
velop individual. Concern with the problems 
existence, freedom, meaning, and the realization 
the individual exemplifies Fromm’s indebtedness 
existential thought. Goldstein’s emphasis upon 
the unique individual and the realization potenti- 
alities are similarly existential character. 

While existentialism European creation and 
the above theorists are European heritage, the 
spirit the existential rebellion and the need for 
new view man have not left our American schol- 
ars untouched. The theory Carl Rogers phe- 
nomenological character and stresses the individ- 
ual and self-realization. Also, the psychology 
George Kelly corresponds, part, the “existen- 
tial view.” There concern with the personal 
meaning events the individual. shall 
soon see, Binswanger and the existential psycho- 
analysts stress the world-design the individual. 
Kelly (1955), similar way, stresses the under- 
standing the construct system the individual— 
the way construes the world. Furthermore, 
Kelly emphasizes the future factor human 
behavior and that the individual’s construction 
the past open change—he not bound 
the past. 


Some theorists openly avow their indebtedness 
the existentialists. others the influence has been 
more subtle. And, finally, some have independently 
arrived similar points view. any case, 
must recognized that existentialism has had and 
does have something offer. The possibility that 
psychology can independently arrive the desired 
goals should not the basis for evaluation 
existentialism. existentialism can aid the 
achievement the desired goals, psychologists can- 
not afford remain ignorant its concepts. 
the other hand, uncritical acceptance forebodes 
similarly unhealthy situation. 


Two APPROACHES 


The existentialists are concerned with the beings 
that are. seems natural, therefore, that 
least some these philosophers should turn the 
problems normal man, abnormal man, and the 
process “making” the latter into the former. 
the following, two existential approaches will 
briefly discussed: the approach represented the 
new volume Existence (May, Angel, Ellen- 
berger, 1958) and the approach represented 
“On Logotherapy and Existential Analysis” (Frankl, 
The two are especially noteworthy since 
the former culminates primarily from work with 
psychotic patients while the later culminates almost 
entirely from work with neurotic patients. 


Existential Analysis 


The existential analysts emphasize the study 
the experiencing individual. Events are looked 
terms their meaning for the individual. 
seen Being-in-the-World. The belief that 
the reveals himself through his world- 
project world-design. According Kuhn, the 
world-design that “which laid every human 
upon everything that exists, through which inter- 
prets everything that exists, and from which gets 
context reference, wherein each person’s exist- 
ence (Dasein) determined” (May al., 1958, 
396). 

attempt get the patient’s inner uni- 
verse experience, the existential analyst studies 
how the phenomenological coordinates time, 
space, causality, and materiality are experienced. 
Within the time dimension the future seen 
particularly significant. Medard Boss calls man’s 
capacity transcend the immediate situation the 
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basic and unique characteristic human existence. 
The approach the future seen particularly 
significant because affects the view the past 
and determines those parts which will influential 
the present. The Being person character- 
ized terms three modes: Umwelt—the biolog- 
ical world; Mitwelt—the world one’s fellow men; 
and Eigenwelt—the mode relationship oneself. 
The three are simultaneous modes Being-in-the- 
World. Anxiety, hostility, and aggression are nor- 
mal states and part Being-in-the-World. 

Human psychopathology seen number 
ways the existentialists. According Tillich, 
the neurotic the self which affirmed reduced 
one and some many its potentialities are not 
admitted aetualization. From Kierkegaard’s 
view the neuroses and psychoses would accom- 
panied loss self, inner alienation. Jaspers 
views the psychotic one who has lost his own 
existence and has lost the existence reality. 
general, existential analysis points the deviations 
the structure existence representative 
psychopathology. 

The process existential psychotherapy remains 
somewhat ill-defined. The central aspect the 
process appears the patient’s recognition and 
experiencing his own existence. The patient 
oriented toward fulfillment his existence. 
regards technique, there little that specific. 
The belief that flexible approach necessary 
understand the person-in-his-world. Technique 
varied from patient patient and from one phase 
treatment another: “What will best reveal the 
existence this particular patient this moment 
history?” 


Logotherapy 


The “school” Victor has been known 
under various names: Logotherapy, Existential 
Analysis, and Medical Ministry. The name Exis- 
tential Analysis refers the influences Kierke- 
gaard, Heidegger, Jaspers, and other existential 
philosophers. neither related Binswanger’s 
Daseinanalyse nor Sartre’s Existential Psycho- 
analysis. 

Like all existentialists, concerned with 
preserving the unity being. interpretation 
nature terms concentrically layered structures 
felt preserve this unity. For Frankl, man lives 
three dimensions: the somatic, the psychic, the 


spiritual. Furthermore, human existence char- 
acterized its spirituality, freedom, and responsi- 
bility. 

Logotherapy focuses upon the search for meaning 
human existence. While psychoanalysis empha- 
sizes the will-to-pleasure and individual psychology 
the will-to-power, existential analysis emphasizes 
the will-to-meaning. will-to-meaning the 
most human phenomenon all since animal 
never worries about the meaning its existence” 
(Frankl, 1955, 9). Ultimate meaning repre- 
sented the individual’s unique task life, which 
awaits realization his personality. Meaning 
found through actualizing value, through self-re- 
alization. 

stated above, man both responsible and free. 
Responsibility springs from the singularity and 
uniqueness existence. One responsible life 
for the fulfillment the spiritual and the realiza- 
tion values. Freedom means freedom the face 
instincts, inherited disposition, and environment. 
involves the fundamental possibility choosing. 
Man can decide whether shall all—he can 
choose suicide—and this way distinguished 
from all other kinds being. 

The will-to-meaning can remain frustrated and 
unfulfilled. This condition called existential frus- 
tration. frustration not something 
pathological itself. But, when does become 
pathogenic, called noogenic neurosis. This 
neurosis rooted spiritual conflicts and ethical 
problems. 

For Frankl, the neurotic lacks “instinctive sure- 
ness” sensing his task. blocks the realization 
his own potentialities and plays one life task off 
against the other. The outstanding feature the 
neurotic his escape from freedom 
the person blames his destiny, his childhood, and his 
environment for what is. 

While not all neuroses are noogenic, there 
psychotherapy appropriate them: “When neu- 
rosis really noogenic, spiritually rooted, requires 
psychotherapy having spiritual basis, and that 
what call Logotherapy, contrast psycho- 
therapy the narrower sense the word” (Frankl, 
1958, 34). 

therapy, Logotherapy calls upon the spirit- 
ual man and upon his will-to-meaning. Frankl 
proposes two mottos for all psychotherapy: “He 
who knows Why living surmounts almost every 
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How” (Nietzsche) and “If take people they 
are, make them worse. treat them 
they were what they ought be, help them 
become what they are capable becoming” 
(Goethe). Logotherapy, then, seeks help the 
patients become what they are capable becoming, 
bring out the ultimate possibilities the patients, 
enable them find meaning existence. 

The two theories and techniques psychother- 
apy described here may characterized out- 
growths the existential movement. There are 
number criticisms appropriate their systems. 
The two systems are deficient both theory and 
technique. While Western belief seen holding 
that understanding follows technique, existential 
psychoanalysis holds that technique follows under- 
standing. For understanding use psy- 
chology science must lawful understanding 
and thus available for formulation into theory. But, 
theory furnishes another problem for existential 
analysis. Kuhn states: “Existential analysis not 
finished, beautifully rounded theory which allows 
explain some, all, events that occur 
psyche. Furthermore, are present still the 
beginning work this direction” (1958, 397). 
Frankl similarly states: have not systemat- 
ically delineated theory the neuroses” (1955, 
201). 

While each these approaches lacking cer- 
tain aspects, they have contributions make. 
The emphasis upon actualization potentialities, 
the fulfillment Being, has found its way into 
number psychotherapies. The attention Logo- 
therapy calls the significance meaning 
person’s life well worth the attention all 
psychotherapists: “The old question still faces 
has faced humanity for ages past: What the 
meaning what might called the moral 
and spiritual side life, something that basic 
man” (Nehru, 1958, 110). probable that 
the finding personal and meaningful task 
life can alleviate many neurotic difficulties. Edith 
Weisskopf-Joelson goes far say: “Helping 
patients develop effective and socially acceptable 
defenses against anxiety—such supportive sys- 
tem ethical values—seems more realistic, even 
though perhaps less ambitious goal therapy 
than getting the roots the disorder” (1955, 
702). Weisskopf-Joelson further points out the 
wisdom de-emphasizing happiness goal and 
the wisdom philosophy that accepts suffering. 
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Frankl’s therapy should especially useful aid 
dealing with situations unavoidable suffering. 

Finally, the two systems have approach 
view offer. They represent badly needed “new 
view” man—a view man worthy atten- 
tion, study, and emulation. view man 
which for and emphasizes man’s freedom 
and courage. 


CONCLUSION 


Existentialism and existential analysis can crit- 
icized and found lacking philosophical grounds. 
They can also criticized and found lacking 
psychological grounds. While applaud the exis- 
tentialists for their emphasis upon the unique in- 
dividual, find fault with their conclusions from 
this. Their emphasis has led them abandon hope 
understanding and predicting human behavior 
lawful way. The existentialists see science and 
objective reality appealing the universal per- 
son and one their individuality. Since the 
individual unique, they insist that cannot 
covered laws for all men. states: real 
human person not subject rigid prediction. 
Existence can neither reduced system nor 
deduced from it” (1955, 169). This emphasis 
worthy cautioning against unrealistic general- 
izations and abstractions. The individual free 
and unique. But, does this mean that behaves 
unlawfully and unpredictably? There something 
common all these individuals that are, and 
this may subject for scientific endeavor. The 
understanding patterned and lawful aspects 
human behavior the subject inquiry for psy- 
chology. some way all part behavior 
lawful, then that extent human behavior can 
predicted. While the laws ultimately arrive 
may not lead complete understanding and pre- 
diction each and every individual, any individ- 
ual, they may represent considerable advance 
beyond the present darkness and mystery. The 
individual and the human must not forgotten 
abstractions, but psychology’s attempt lawful 
understanding human behavior must pushed 
its limit. 

But, the realization the inadequacies view 
should not blind the potential contributions. 
Europe, under the direction such men 
Buytendijk, van Lennep, and Wellek, existential 
psychology and the phenomenological method have 
made some progress. There are continued reports 
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the growth popularity existential psycho- 
therapy. Harvard, tests derived from existential 
categories have already been formulated. Existen- 
tialism and existential analysis are far from repre- 
senting complete system theory. would 
foolhardy accept reject them their entirety. 
Perhaps they can useful psychology terms 
the approaches and views they offer. The exis- 
tential view man, his uniqueness, his freedom, his 
responsibility, his own frame reference, and will- 
to-meaning are worthy serious attention and in- 
vestigation. Their emphasis upon that which dis- 
tinguishes man from other animals, upon normal 
guilt, hostility, and anxiety, and upon such cat- 
egories that temporality and spatiality are 
similarly noteworthy.

studies attempting assess the importance 
psychologists’ contributions the field, one 
sooner later runs into the problem assess- 

ing the quality research publications well 
their quantity. Two recent findings Clark 
(1957) highlight this problem. comparing “sig- 
nificant contributors” with “psychologists gen- 
eral” Clark found that the former had publication 
rate over six times that the latter. However, 
Clark also found that the significant contributors 
were much more likely submit their research for 
publication than were the psychologists general. 
Since the greater productivity the significant con- 
tributors may least partially accounted for 
this greater willingness publish, the question 
arises: the major difference between the signifi- 
cant contributors and the psychologists general 
simply the quantity work published rather than 
its quality? 

Dennis article the productivity Amer- 
ican psychologists (1954) has raised similar ques- 
tions, and further analysis his data provides 
partial answer. Taking his sample 160 American 
psychologists, born prior 1879 and still living 
1932, Dennis tallied the number articles each 
and the number citations these articles six 
handbooks representing different areas psychol- 
ogy. The results these two tallies are given 
Table 

Dennis notes that 47% the publications were 
contributed only 10% the sample. goes 
ask whether the work the high producers 
equal, higher, lower quality than the work 
the less productive psychologists. agree- 
ment between the two distributions good, and 
Dennis concludes that “the more productive persons 
are also those whose work, the whole, was most 
often cited scholarly works psychology.” 

This, however, does not answer the question con- 
cerning the relationship between research quantity

and quality. this the discrepancy between 
titles contributed and number citations was com- 
puted, and the upper half the distribution was 
compared with the lower half. This break shows 
slight tendency for the more productive psychol- 
ogists actually underquoted. “attrition 
index” (number citations divided the number 
titles) computed, the effect appears even more 
marked. For the more productive psychologists, 
the citation rate 12.0 per 100 articles; for the less 
productive, the rate 28.0 per 100. The critical 
the difference between the observed and 
the expected number citations for the upper 
lower half the distribution 1.95 .051). 
Although the absolute difference small, there 
significant negative relation between number 
articles published and number citations per 
article. 

However, several reasons why the citation-to- 
article ratio may not always reflect the quality 
importance the work highly productive psy- 
chologist immediately suggest themselves. Perhaps 
the most important these the tendency refer 
series research studies citing only one 
two representative experiments. 

Clark’s data the published research con- 
temporary psychologists can reanalyzed 
similar manner (Table 2). Since the sampling pro- 
cedure and criterion measures the two studies are 
only roughly comparable, note about the method 
used selecting the psychologists studied Clark 
may help explain discrepancies between his and 
Dennis’ findings.

This expanded list was then sent all psychologists 
the list with instructions vote for those per- 
sons who had made the greatest contribution 
psychology. The psychologists each three 
5-year periods who received the most votes were 
designated “significant contributors” (Group A). 
The remaining 76% the list made the “highly 
visible persons” Group The correlation be- 
tween number publications and number votes 
received .44. 

Inspection Table shows that, with the num- 
ber articles controlled for, the significant con- 
tributors are more frequently cited both the 
journals and the Annual Review than are the highly 
visible psychologists. Table also directly com- 
pares the citation rates for the two groups: the 
journals, the significant contributor receives nearly 
2.5 times many references per article does the 
highly visible psychologist. the Annual Review, 
the citation rate the significant contributor 
82% greater. For Clark’s sample, there clear- 
cut relation between the quantity person’s re- 
search and its quality. 

Table also indicates that this relationship be- 
comes progressively stronger the length time

The restricted range studied Clark may 
important for another reason.

How- 
ever, about half the highly visible group would 
fal the third and fourth deciles, and was this 
group which was undercited the Dennis study. 

examination the specific criterion used 
each study also suggestive possible reasons 
why the results were discrepant. The three sources 
citations constitute hierarchy severity 
terms how lasting influence article has had. 
The best discriminator, journal citations, reflects 
the contemporary and possibly ephemeral influence 
research contribution. Citation the Annual 
Review might considered more severe test 
article’s worth, and this shows less difference 
between significant contributors and other highly 
visible psychologists. The most severe test sur- 
vival, that used Dennis, the citation 
psychologist’s research textbook published near 
the age his retirement. This criterion showed 
inverse relation between productivity and citation 
rate. the basis citation advanced text- 
book the most likely-to-survive article from jour- 
the very well known one. 

The answer the question whether high 
producers also produce higher quality work seems 
depend upon the severity the criterion used 
measure quality. severe criterion used, the 
difference tends favor the low producers. less 
severe criteria are used, the high producers are 
favored. Although these results make appear 
doubtful that high producers better research 
than psychologists general, they still make 
greater contribution the field virtue pub-

SUMMARY REPORT THE 1959 APA SYMPOSIUM 


ever-growing interest international 
aspects our science and profession was 
vividly demonstrated the Cincinnati APA 

Symposium “Reciprocal Influences Interna- 

tional Psychology.” The session was unique 

attracting multiple sponsorship from three APA di- 

visions—General Psychology, Clinical Psychology, 

and Society for the Psychological Study Social 

Issues—as well from the Society for Projective 

Techniques. was followed Coffee Hour for 

Visitors from Abroad, sponsored the APA Com- 

mittee International Relations and arranged with 

the assistance the Interamerican Society Psy- 
chology, the International Council Psychologists, 
and the APA Division Teaching Psychology. 
The symposium initially focused those geo- 
graphical areas with which the participants were 
most familiar had recently visited: South Africa 

(Allport), Italy (Grasso), Finland Canada 

(Myers), Latin America (Schwartz), Soviet Union 

(Sanford), and Poland (Piotrowski). David or- 

ganized and chaired the session. 


The question reciprocal influences was con- 
sidered terms the number and distribution 
psychologists throughout the world. According 
the 1957 Directory Psychologists, 
some 70% all self-styled psychologists live and 
work the United States, and the percentage rises 
85% only PhDs are counted. Population den- 
sity data tell similar story. Contrasted against 
overall ratio something less than psychol- 
ogists per million world population, the United 
States has 100 psychologists. Next, about 
per million, are New Zealand, Denmark, and Nor- 
way; followed Canada and Switzerland about 
per million. out PhD psychologists 
contribute their professional talents the United 
States, what sort “reciprocal” mood that 
seventh fellow likely be, especially when has 
function without the contact and material com- 
forts most American colleagues take for granted? 

was quickly conceded that, present, influ- 
ences international psychology are not reciprocal 
and, perhaps, cannot for some time come. 
The problem complicated not only the sheer 


preponderance and resources American psychol- 
ogy, but also general tendency ignore 
attainments abroad, unless conveniently published 
readily available English-language journals. For 
example, 10% the leading South African psychol- 
ogists have been the United States since the end 
World War II. return the compliment pro- 
portionately would require that something like 
1,500 American psychologists visit South Africa. 
many other countries, South African psychol- 
ogists are thoroughly familiar with American work 
and publications pertinent their research inter- 
ests. Some 80% the textbooks are American. 
Yet, how many American libraries subscribe the 
Journal the National Institute for Personnel Re- 
search other British and South African journals, 
reporting major studies native 
gence and ability, that are considerable interest 
cross-cultural research? 

elsewhere the European continent, 
there has been strong American influence since the 
end World War II. The early development 
Italian psychology had been mainly the German 
model, but, under the Fascist regime, was greatly 
opposed the idealistic philosophical movement. 
While philosophical and political opposition psy- 
chology and social science has ceased, far only 
one the Italian universities with department 
psychology has school giving psychological de- 
grees. The trend away from theorizing toward 
objective, experimental, social, and clinical psychol- 
ogy. Italian psychologists have special difficulty 
understanding Anglo-American colleagues, are fa- 
miliar with the fundamental American literature, 
and very interested joint cross-national research. 

The influence American psychology also 
apparent the Scandinavian countries, filling 
vacuum created the withdrawal Germany. 
Study the United States practically required 
for Finnish postgraduate training and status 
social psychology. The American government pro- 
vides $1,000 per year for psychological texts, Fin- 
nish libraries are well stocked, and Fulbright pro- 
fessors are much demand. The postwar years 
have generated considerable interest applied 
work, much supported the Alcohol Monop- 
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oly. Reciprocity with Finland handicapped both 
geography and language barriers. Unique and 
important work carried with limited means, 
but rarely noted the United States unless pub- 
lished English. 

activities the Caribbean, Central, and South 
American countries into one Latin package, there 
much foment and some resistance North Amer- 
ican psychology and its ways. Clinical psychology 
has been largely the hands psychiatrists and 
newcomers from Europe, who frequently started 
Melanie Klein-oriented psychoanalytic centers. All 
too frequently anyone who ever took psychology 
course can call himself psychologist, but aware- 
ness qualifications and standards emerging 
along with the legal recognition accorded psychol- 
ogy profession. Gradual separation from phi- 
losophy apparent, and PhD programs the clin- 
ical specialty have been established Argentina, 
Cuba, and Mexico. Most professional psychologists 
speak English, and much has been translated into 
Spanish. Again, how frequently are Latin Ameri- 
can studies quoted our There still seems 
general feeling that, comes from Latin 
America, should dance rather than think 
about it. 

contrast Latin America, our neighbors 
the north are seldom considered foreign visitors. 
With barriers distance, language, custom, 
there distinctively Canadian psychology, 
least not English-speaking Canada. The one- 
way direction influence readily apparent from 
the fact that one-third Canadian Psychological 
Association members also belong the American 
Psychological Association. (Not quite one 300 
APA members belongs the CPA.) Canadian psy- 
chologists benefit and suffer from the same kind 
pressures for psychological services which exist 
the States, but have fewer training and research re- 
sources with which meet these needs. They are 
concerned about “premature professionalism” and 
are currently engaged effort raise training 
and professional standards. Canadian psychologists 
group seem considerably less home- 
trained and inbred than are the psychologists 
most other countries. For example, only 55% 
the teachers psychology Canadian universities 
were trained Canada; 30% them were trained 
the United States, and 10% the United King- 
dom. One the “unhappy consequences” the 


close proximity the United States the loss 
graduate students, many whom not return 
Canada after completing their graduate work 
American universities. Canada’s main influence 
American psychology has thus been through the 
export high quality raw material for the making 
psychologists. Other more obvious influences are 
illustrated the election Donald Hebb from 
McGill University the current APA President and 
the presence the Canadian Journal Psychology 
our libraries. 

There is, course, much more distance, geo- 
graphically, linguistically, and politically, between 
professional and scientific psychology practiced 
the West and the East. Visitors the Soviet 
Union have been impressed the extent which 
psychologists hold leading positions boards and 
commissions and are thus instrumental facilitat- 
ing national goals. Some the avowed differences 
social practices (the role women, for example) 
suggest that the Soviet Union may offer unique 
laboratory for evaluating some our most cher- 
ished social-psychological hypotheses. Soviet col- 
leagues get along without Freud developing ideas 
interpersonal relations. Individual pathology 
generally not considered terms some sort 
analysis the problem, studying and observing 
what wrong, but often viewed with emphasis 
creating environment that will strengthen 
those aspects the individual which not seem 
have been affected. Similarly, education, the 
accent not individual differences, but how 
far youngster may brought along group 
teacher, times the face obviously low 
intelligence. Soviet psychologists know about and 
are interested pertinent American research, and 
our contrasting theoretical notions offer unusual 
opportunity for natural experimentation that should 
not wasted. 

Poland psychology seems flourishing 
once again. Since 1956, universities have re-estab- 
lished training programs, professors disagree, and 
there lively exchange opinions. During the 
time when Western-type psychology was political 
disfavor, neuropsychiatrists kept clinical psychology 
and projective techniques alive. Now, American 
texts are available, subsidized the Polish De- 
partment Higher Education, and frequently 
lower cost than the United States. Libraries are 
restocking their shelves, and intellectual atmos- 
phere reviving. There are about 200 persons 
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making their living psychologists, with 50% 
them university staffs. Psychological testing 
practiced, but there little time for research. 


Throughout the presentation there was common 
concern how bring more non-American publi- 
cations the attention graduate students. The 
Editors Psychological Abstracts and Contem- 
porary Psychology were commended for seeking 
more extensive representation from other lands. 
Note was made the Mental Health Book Review 
unique semiannual service contributed 
group dedicated librarians; roughly 30% the 
the journals indexed originate outside the United 
States. Excellent these resources are, what 
really needed more systematic effort utilize 
available library facilities, foster subscriptions 
pertinent journals, and acquaint graduate students 
with the work colleagues abroad assigning 
specific readings. 

There was also general recognition the impor- 
tant role international organizations facilitat- 
ing person-to-person contacts and the exchange 
research data. The International Union Scien- 
tific Psychology, with UNESCO support, sponsors 
the International Congress Psychology, held 


every three years. The Interamerican Society 
Psychology fosters annual sessions Latin coun- 
tries. APA offers affiliation psychologists resid- 


ing countries other than the United States 
Canada; some 190 psychologists geographic 
areas are listed the 1959 APA Directory. The 
Society for Projective Techniques frequently fea- 
tures book reviews non-American contributions 
its journal; and the International Council 
Psychologists, with more than 700 members 
countries, makes its Lending Collection reprints 
and books available interested colleagues. 

was agreed that today, more than ever, psy- 
chology international science, which psy- 
chologists everywhere can and contribute inter- 
locking findings. The fact that very large 
majority the world’s psychologists live and work 
the United States should not blind the 
contributions those living and working other 
lands. share common enterprise with com- 
mon goals and aspirations. Because are the 
colossus psychology, perhaps have even 
greater responsibility consider the views others. 
history repeats, will the gainers.

recent years much has been written about ethical 
standards and responsibilities within the profession 
psychology. However, this communication 
cerned with the question fairness and responsibility 
members one profession, psychiatry, the mem- 
bers different but related profession, psychology; 
and vice versa. The following quotation will serve 
Problems and What You Can about Them—de- 
scribed the cover flap book first-aid for the 
mind which may prove more valuable—more 
often used—than most first-aid books for the body.” 
The author, William Terhune, referred “one 
America’s best-known psychiatrists.” The quotation 


is as follows: 


Remember—a psychologist not physician. lacks 
all medical knowledge, may not prescribe medicine per- 
form physical examinations, and does not 
privileges. Any psychologist who attempts practice psy- 
chiatry guilty quackery, get doctor medicine 
with psychiatric training—not psychologist (p. 185). 


These statements constitute paragraph Chapter 
entitled “Get Nothing else said about 
psychologists. effort made tell the laymen 
what psychology who psychologists are, despite 
the fact that much the book essentially concerned 
with the “mind,” with psychological problems 
adjustment, rather than with medical problems med- 
icine. The reader told the cover jacket that 
“Doctors, ministers, social workers and teachers, too, 
will find this book useful tool give anyone whom 
they are called upon Presumably, psychol- 
ogists, for some reason, would not find this book 
“useful tool” for those with whom they work; fact, 
one might even wonder psychologists are concerned 
with helping people with psychological difficulties. 
There also the implication that, one needs help and 
“Gets Psychologist” rather than “Gets Doctor,” 
referral for psychiatric treatment, indicated, might 
not made. 

One reasonable interpretation that any layman might 
make about such remarks would the effect that 
there must some psychologists who try practice 
medicine. this connection would seem fair ask 
for the evidence that such the case. there none, 
such psychological straw man should removed 
from public view. Has there been single instance 
which psychologist has claimed “all medical knowl- 


there psychologists who prescribe have prescribed 
medicine? Are there psychologists who have performed 
physical examinations? And has there been single 
case which psychologist has had has claimed 
have “hospital there are such instances, 
then ethical would dictate that the Com- 
mittee Ethics the American Psychological Asso- 
ciation advised. not, the same considerations, 
would seem, should have made such remarks unneces- 
sary the first place. 

Here, then, book written for the laymen 
leader psychiatry and former member the 
Executive Committee the American Psychiatric As- 
sociation that, essence, says: psychologists are not 
physicians and, therefore, are not qualified deal with 
individuals with emotional problems with cases 
personality maladjustment. Does this include children 
with psychological difficulties learning problems? 
Cases marital discord problems family rela- 
tions? The college student who bothered feelings 
inadequacy and uncertainty educational and 
occupational goal business executive who 
has interpersonal and behavioral problems connected 
with his staff and organization? What kind “doctor” 
should such individuals “get”? short, one implica- 
tion the book’s inadequate and somewhat misleading 
description psychologists that psychologists who 
psychologically counsel psychotherapeutically work 
with individuals with emotional problems adjustment 
are psychiatry” and and, hence, 
are guilty 

Now the question may raised: are such statements 
the interest responsible interprofessional practice 
and Since this book was written for the 
general public, should there not some obligation 
toward presenting discussion that does not distort the 
nature related profession? And, perhaps, should 
there not some type interprofessional committee 
that would call attention violations interprofes- 
sional decorum and help eliminate biased references 
members one profession members another 
profession? 

All this, course, holds equally much for psy- 
chologists who describe psychiatrists negative terms 
psychologist tell the public that psychiatrists, since 
they are primarily trained medicine, are not competent 
qualified deal with nonmedical, psychological prob- 
lems and, imply further, that those who may 
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guilty quackery.” Such portrayals 
would out keeping with high sense interprofes- 
sional responsibility and should subject strong pro- 
fessional disapproval. 

This comment, quite simply, suggestion that 
instances misleading irresponsible interprofes- 
sional conduct among psychologists, psychiatrists and 
other physicians, social workers, and members other 
relevant mental health groups brought light, espe- 
cially the attention the respective professions 
concerned.

Minnesota, local mental health center typ- 
ically administered nine-man board, selected 
represent various areas interest the community. 
the board then that responsible for formulating 
overall policies and plans, hiring (or firing) staff, secur- 
ing financial support, etc. Though the doctrine 
respondeat superior offers reasonable protection and 
suits against board members might seem unlikely, there 
were some attorneys who felt that board members were 
rather exposed position. 

Professional liability malpractice insurance ordi- 
narily available psychiatrists and psychologists of- 
fered protection board members. Policies which 
would cover clinic staff entity did not extend 
these personnel their private practice (all profes- 
sional staff members community mental health 
centers Minnesota are entitled undertake private 
practice their own time); and, apart from the added 
cost separate insurance cover private practice, 
such insurance has been regularly underwritten for 
social workers. Covering psychologist social worker 
under policy issued psychiatrist, presuming them 
under his supervision, less than satisfactory; 
and any event, tenuous coverage, open dis- 
pute legal grounds (Michigan, Attorney General’s 
Opinion, No. 1645, November 1953). 

The St. Paul Fire and Marine Company and the St. 
Paul Mercury Insurance Company took these special 
problems into consideration drafting and underwrit- 
ing program insurance especially designed for our 
mental health centers.

Comprehensive public liability incorporated into the 
policy, and property damage coverage available 
option. The annual premium for center full 
operation with the traditional mental health “team,” 
but excluding electroshock therapy, currently $380 
for limits $100/300,000. 

Several facts have enabled the St. Paul companies 
make this comprehensive and extended coverage (to 
limits $200/600,000 and higher) available mod- 
erate rates. underwritten state rather than 
national basis and takes advantage the relatively 
high minimum professional standards this service.

Harmless Little Card? 


Recently, all received our 1960 APA dues state- 
ment. Among the numerous enclosures that weighty 
envelope, there was one which surprised greatly: 
seemingly harmless little card from the Civil Defense 
authorities. psychologist who concerned with 
current social issues, feel impelled make some

“When the Warning Sounds—A Steady Blast

“defenses” are effective extremely small 
make the warning worthless. The risk ignoring the 
warning appears minute. 
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submit that there another, larger risk taking 
the warning seriously. the risk becoming 
attuned the likelihood war that one loses the per- 
spective for peace. Fearful apathetic people are 
unlikely devote much their thoughts something 
difficult search for alternatives war. the 
contrary, studies mass communication lead one 
suspect that people exposed such warnings are in- 
clined perceive greater dangers than those which 
really exist. 

Such considerations force one question the mailing 
such card the APA membership. Does the act 
imply sanctioning governmental policy such 
can psychologists’ increasing acceptance governmen- 
tal influence over their actions? 

Merely that many individual psychologists have been 
doing work related government grants contracts 
does not mean that APA should let itself yield undue 
governmental influence. Rather, that should lean 
backwards resist some the pressures. this age 
professionalization and specialization, are 
greater danger losing broad view our social 
world than losing our lives through air attack. 
Perhaps can benefit from this incident the harm- 
less card review for ourselves its wider implications.

preparation for the 1959 meeting chief psy- 
chologists state mental health programs ques- 
tionnaire research was prepared and sent 

psychologists who were either functioning 
psychologists state programs, were responsible for 
selected part state program, who had been asked 
represent given The questionnaires were 
sent out July 1959, and the analysis responses 
begun August 12. that time replies were received 
from individuals, representing states. There 
way knowing whether this representative 
sample the total group how authoritative each 
respondent’s view the total program research 
his state. However, because the role these psychol- 
ogists have state mental health programs be- 
lieved that brief report the findings may 
interest other psychologists. 

The questionnaire consisted seven specific items. 
The psychologists were asked list four community 
clinical activities most need evaluation and re- 
search, the four most important research studies 
their state, the obstacles research their state, the 
types individuals most involved research, sugges- 
tions for stimulating research state mental health 
programs, and any further comments concerning re- 
search pertaining the conference state chief 
psychologists. Most respondents gave some answer 
the first five items, but few indicated that their pro- 
grams were new and that they were unable give 
adequate response the questions. The responses 
obtained were tabulated and then categorized. Since 
most the questions asked for more than one answer, 
the total number responses some questions ex- 
ceeds the number respondents. 

Evaluation treatment was listed most frequently 
area need research with responses this 
category. these responses: dealt with the general 
effectiveness treatment, emphasized the evaluation 
psychotherapy, mentioned rehabilitation programs, 
and specified follow-up studies. The second largest

general category responses this group was con- 
cerned with the evaluation mental health education 
and general programs this type: responses were 
this category and reflect the interest this group 
psychologists the general area community 
mental health programs, area which has not received 
much evaluation psychologists; respondents also 
indicated need for research and evaluation admin- 
istrative and agency organizational programs pertaining 
personnel matters and interactions. 

The question pertaining important research studies 
the individual state programs produced wide 
variety responses, and least different types 
research projects were listed. Because the wide 
variability response, frequency tally was made. 
The studies included operant conditioning, validation 
testing programs, alcoholism, psychotherapy 
ophrenia, drug studies, several different types studies 
pertaining mental deficiency, psychological factors 
traffic accident proneness, EEG studies newborns, 
group psychotherapy with prisoners, studies unwed 
mothers, brief intensive family therapy, psychological 
difficulties relation CNS lesions, studies the 
underachieving child, and few studies centered around 
the Rorschach, MMPI, and verbal conditioning. The 
wide range projects quite interesting reflecting 
the diversity research interests. contrasted with 
other reports research, the range topics may re- 
flect greater concern with practical institutional 
problems and perhaps less concern with problems 
theory diagnostic techniques. 

The responses the remaining questions can sum- 
marized more briefly. Three factors were emphasized 
the main obstacles research the state programs: 
lack personnel was cited times; lack funds was 
listed times; while individuals saw the emphasis 
service, with subsequent lack time for research, 
the main obstacle. Lack motivation, leadership, 
interest were also mentioned individuals. 

There was somewhat less uniformity with regard 
suggestions for stimulating research: individuals sug- 
gested funds marked specifically for research, whereas 
suggested that state research consultant council 
provided. There were also suggestions hire per- 
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sonnel with research backgrounds, for cooperation 
among various state agencies and institutions dis- 
cuss research, and for greater publicity for research 
activities 

terms the present group respondents, psy- 
chologists tended seen the individuals most 
involved mental health research state programs. 
Whether this reflects some type bias not cannot 
ascertained from the present data. any event, 
psychologists were listed the respondents

Some the other responses and comments pertained 
mainly the conference and the chief psychologists 
state mental health programs. However, few issues 


were mentioned which may more general interest. 
One such question dealt with whether research efforts 
should centralized decentralized terms state 
mental health programs. other words, should there 
central state research agency with major responsi- 
bility for research, should each institution 
dividual within the state system have this responsibility. 
This issue was discussed the conference with con- 
clusive decision. Some the respondents also felt that 
research the mental health area should broad 
scope and related the activities carried mental 
health personnel. few individuals also expressed the 
view that research did not have “basic 
nor aimed meeting the more stringent demands 
research design. The belief was also expressed some 
that all staff members mental health programs should 
oriented toward the role and objectives research.

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Before the Bar. Barrister Joseph Welch seems 
not mind, nay may even relish, playing himself 
cinematic courtroom drama.

There are ways finding out, and here are two 
them. 

Forensic Psychology. January issue this 
journal carried the transcript testimony from 
three court cases telescoped into one hypothetical 
case. Readers the exchange between attorney 
and psychologist may points have felt with some 
relief that there, but for the grace God, sit they 
the role expert witness. Attorneys choose 
practice law, not therapy, and the exigencies the 
legal situation allow little “acceptance.” 

not only the clinician who need here 
concerned. Expert testimony can involve deter- 
mination sanity but may readily extend 
such broadly psychological questions the effect 
comic strips young (and not young) minds, 
the criteria pornography, the feasibility sub- 
liminal advertising, the social implications inter- 
racial housing projects, the consequences early 
marriage. Regardless the issues, there reason 
believe that psychologists all stripes are being 
progressively cast the role expert witness, 
and behooves gather some data systemati- 
cally their experiences.

Speaking This Thing Called Law. The 
Utah certification bill, passed 1959, inoperative 
until appropriate corrective legislation can en- 
acted. This the substance opinion issued 
the Attorney General March 1960. The 
ruling based provision the Utah Code 
which stipulates that all members professional 
boards must have been licensed the State 
their particular profession for period five years 
prior appointment. According the Attorney 
General, the provision applies the newly-created 
board examiners psychologists (as well 
four other new boards), and, the absence 
properly constituted board, there exists legal 
method administering these statutes. 

Corrective legislation, the form amend- 
ment either exempting the first psychology board 
from the five-year licensing requirement exempt- 
ing all professional boards, will sought the 
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next session the Legislature, which convenes 
January 1961.

Insurance—Self and Other. The ways in- 
surance companies are, not devious, least com- 
plicated. APA members and state associations find 
themselves involved with the problems, sometimes 
their own choosing, otherwise interested third 
parties. the moment, things are happening 
both counts. 


Insurance for Psychological Services. When the 
Board Professional Affairs learned the dis- 
criminatory effect insurance plans which reim- 
burse treatment psychiatrists but fail 
for services rendered psychologists (sometimes 
even referral from physicians), appointed 
hoc committee investigate. view his 
special conversance with matters insurance, BPA 
member Rains Wallace was asked serve 
chairman. 

Negotiations have not been simple. the basis 
prior experience, the insurance companies have 
come regard provisions connection with mental 
health particularly susceptible abuse. Never- 
theless, some definite steps have been taken be- 
half the committee. The problems have been 
discussed detail with representatives the Health 
Insurance Council, and APA has provided the latter 
with all information and data requested. 
result, the council has directed its staff conduct 
survey some companies the personal and 
group insurance field determine current practices 
connection with payments for services rendered 
psychologists. 

Insurance for State Association Members. 
show their open-mindedness under the circum- 
stances, the members the Southern California 
Psychological Association have sought group insur- 
ance coverage three major areas: life insurance, 
health and accident insurance, and office overhead 
insurance. Having solicited bids from every com- 
pany writing association group insurance the 
state, SCPA was able get extensive coverage 
all three areas appreciable saving the 
individual. 

understand it, “catastrophe insurance” 
(health and accident coverage) the amount 
$10,000 may soon available, office overhead pro- 
tection provides coverage $1,000 per month, 
and life insurance may obtained the tune 
$51,000 (with the additional $1,000 reverting 
SCPA beneficiary).
